Coffee shop targets Blockbuster site 


A LEADING coffee house chain could soon 
open its doors in Bridport, after it revealed 
plans to pounce on the former Blockbuster 
store on East Street. 

Coffee#!, an award-winning chain with almost 50 
stores across the south of England, is eyeing up the 
former film and video rental shop. 

The premises have been vacant since December 
2013 and the East Street site remains one of Brid- 
port’s few empty shop fronts. 

But it could be filled sooner rather than later if 
planning permission is approved for a major re¬ 
design. 

The coffee house chain is proposing to overhaul 
the existing premises and create a bustling cafe with 
an outdoor seating area. 

Coffee#! envisages the shop as a community 
meeting point that will create new jobs and boost 
the local economy by pulling more people into the 
town centre. 

The planned refurbishment will have a significant 
impact on the “vitality and viability” of East Street, 
while creating a “feeling of vibrancy” that will ben¬ 
efit Bridport’s other traders. 

In its planning application, submitted recently to 
West Dorset District Council, the coffee chain’s 
agent highlighted a “unique opportunity” to regen¬ 
erate a site which has laid vacant for more than 18 
months. 

“The long-term investment and job creation that 
will result from this proposal will provide sustain- 
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able economic growth by creating new jobs, attract¬ 
ing investment and drawing greater footfall into the 
town centre, in addition to returning an empty unit 


back to an economically viable use,” the application 
said. 

“The proposed development represents a unique 
opportunity to regenerate the application site. 

“It will provide longstanding improvements, not 
only in terms of urban form and public realm but 
also economic and social vitality.” 

Coffee#! opened its first store in Cardiff in 2001 
and now has several dozen outlets across South 
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Wales and the South West - including Weymouth, 
Yeovil and Taunton. 

The company, which has been named the UK’s 
best coffee chain at the Cafe Society Awards for the 
last five years in a row, champions ethical methods 
of production and environmental responsibility, and 
claims to have a track record of supporting commu¬ 
nity events, sponsoring sports teams and hosting 
events for local groups. 

Its application includes plans to redesign the shop, 
which stands between two Grade Il-listed buildings, 
in a way that would “respect the visual and historic 
features of the surrounding heritage assets”. 

Chris Denne, from the Soulshine Cafe in South 
Street, said he was happy to welcome any new busi¬ 
nesses that would help to boost trade in the town. 

He said: “Lisa [Loader, wife and business partner] 
and I like to support independent ventures rather 
than bigger chains like Coffee#!. But any new busi¬ 
ness opening where a property is unused has got to 
be good for the town. 

“We support any venture that makes Bridport an 
attractive destination - the more visitors we get the 
better for everyone. 

“It’s just a bit of a shame the new business in the 
old Blockbuster site couldn't have been an inde¬ 
pendent, unique business.” 

District council planners will have the final say on 
whether or not to approve the company’s applica¬ 
tion.

CLEMMIE Reynolds, 27, is the new artistic direc¬ 
tor of the Marine Theatre in Lyme Regis, having 
taken up the role just under a month ago. 

Originally from Guildford, Clemmie plans to 
work with local schoolchildren and artists of¬ 
fering a varied programme and hopes to help 
restore the Marine back to its former glory. 


• WHERE did your love of the dramatic arts 
come from? 

It started with performing in school plays and with 
my local youth theatre in Guildford. When I was 
studying for my BA in English at Bristol University I 
spent more time acting and directing plays than 
writing essays! After university I went to study acting 
at the Royal Academy of Dramatic Arts (RADA) in 
London. After leaving drama school, I realised that 
as well as acting, I wanted to direct and produce 
plays too, so I set up my own theatre company 
called BurntOutTheatre. 

• YOU worked as a freelance director for a while, 
what is that world like? 

It is exciting, especially working with excellent com¬ 
panies such asThe Young Vic, Out of Joint and Chick- 
enshed. It is also challenging and very competitive, 
but running my own company gave me the free¬ 
dom to choose what I worked on. For three years I 
produced and directed open-air Shakespeare pro¬ 
ductions which I toured all over the South East and 
London to parks, gardens, city squares, even empty 
ornamental ponds! In the last two years, I developed 
a new play called "Muscovado" with support from 
Arts Council England and the V&A Museum in Lon¬ 
don; the play is set on a sugar plantation in Barba¬ 
dos in 1808 and earlier this year I toured it to cities 
across the UK with historical links to the Transat¬ 
lantic Slave Trade. Considering Lyme's links with 
Bermuda, and now Jamestown, it would be very in¬ 
teresting to bring this play to the Marine next year. 

• WHAT is the biggest challenge facing you and 
the Marine Theatre? 

Our biggest challenge is that we have a hole in our 
roof that leaks water into the 120-year-old audito¬ 
rium every time it rains! This will cost around 
£100,000 to repair, so I have my work cut out for me 
over the next few months! 

• HAD you ever visited the Marine Theatre be¬ 
fore you took on the Job as artistic director? 

Yes, I was in the middle of a six-month UK tour per¬ 
forming in"Muscovado"and one of our tour venues 
was Bridport Arts Centre. On recommendation by 
our "digs" host, we drove over to Lyme and I was 
amazed by the town, enchanted by the gem of the 
Marine (I love old theatres and cinemas!) and de¬ 
cided in that moment that I wanted to move to 
Dorset.Thefollowing week, when I got backto Lon¬ 
don, I saw the job of artistic director posted online 
and applied. 



• DO you plan on working with local artists and 
writers in the area? 

As a host venue for many of the Lyme festivals, I am 
looking forward to working with lots of artists and 
musicians from the area. I would also really like for 
the Marine to be able to produce its own theatre 
productions, as well as receiving touring compa¬ 
nies. These could involve many local artists, writers, 
performers and amateurs too. I'm keen to pro¬ 
gramme local performers as much as possible and 
would be delighted to receive recommendations - 
so if readers have ideas about who they'd like to see 
at the theatre, please pop in and let me know!

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Call for youngsters to get into farming 


AGRICULTURAL leaders have issued a rallying call 
to the next generation of West Dorset farmers 
ahead of this week's Melplash Show in West Bay. 

Organisers of the traditional farming fair have 
urged youngsters to play an active role in "shap¬ 
ing the future of farming". 

The show, which celebrates its 168th year this 
week, is set to attract around 20,000 visitors to 
West Bay, with an array of livestock, produce and 
agricultural machinery on display. 

Bosses say the event provides a unique oppor¬ 
tunity for the farming and non-farming commu¬ 
nities to come together to celebrate and stren¬ 
gthen local agriculture. 

The Melplash Agricultural Society, the organi¬ 
sation behind the show, is making renewed ef¬ 
forts this year to promote local produce among 
consumers. But the society is also seeking to en¬ 
courage the next generation of young farmers to 
plan for the future. 

Show Secretary Lucy Hart said she hoped to 
convince hundreds of youngsters to pursue an 
agricultural career. 

"This year the society is making considerable 
efforts to educate the young and, ultimately, to 
attract young people to seriously consider a ca¬ 
reer in agriculture,"she said.

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"The society is totally committed to the ongo¬ 
ing support of young people in the agricultural 
industry through its bursary scheme - now in its 
10th year - and is this year very excited to have 
launched 'Discover Farming' an initiative to in¬ 
spire, enthuse, excite and educate the younger 
generation." 

A special trail has been designed for this year's 
event to lead visitors around the showground 
and offer a glimpse into every aspect of farming. 

The society has also prepared a dedicated mar¬ 
quee full of hands-on activities to encourage 
children of all ages to get involved in agriculture. 

"A number of new technological innovations 
will be on show, demonstrating the use of 
drones to inspect crops as well as 'field-to-food' 
activities, like making juice from apples and piz¬ 
zas from wheat," Mrs Hart added. 

"The society wants to see more young people 
taking an active role in shaping the future of 
farming and agriculture in the area and wel¬ 
comes their involvement." 


More than 350 trade stands will packthis year's 
show, alongside displays of livestock, homecrafts 
and horticulture. 

Ferret racing and hawk displays are among sev¬ 
eral events taking place in the countryside arena, 
with main ring entertainment provided by the 
RAF Falcons parachute team. 

But alongside the theatrics, Mrs Hart said, the 
show continues to play a key role in sustaining 
West Dorset's farming heritage. 

She said: "The society's aim since it first started 
back in 1947 has been to promote and support 
the local farming community - and in doing so, 
the local economy. 

"The Melplash Show is the society's showcase. 
Although we want people to enjoy themselves 
and have fun, the show performs a vital function 
for the agricultural community. 

"It is an excellent way of promoting the indus¬ 
try to consumers and introducing them to the 
latest innovations in food, growing and all as¬ 
pects of the countryside." 

The show takes place at the West Bay Show- 
grounds on Thursday (August 27th), with gates 
opening at 8.30am.

GCSE success at Colfox

STUDENTS at The Sir 
John Colfox Academy 
are celebrating another 
successful year for 
GCSE results. 

Students gathered at 
the school last Thurs¬ 
day (August 20th) to 
collect their brown en¬ 
velopes and to make 
plans for next year. 

Overall, 66 per cent 
of all students achieved 
five A* to C grades, in¬ 
cluding English and 
maths and 97 per cent 
of students achieved at 
least five passes at 
GCSE. 


Almost half of all 
grades awarded were 
A* to B with 26 per 
cent A* to A grades. 

Headteacher Kay 
Taylor said: “I am re¬ 
ally pleased with these 
results. 

“This was a lovely 
year group who always 
tried their best and 
were very hardwork¬ 
ing. 

“I am particularly 


pleased that the extra 
support that we have 
given to our more dis¬ 
advantaged students 
has really paid off and 
70 per cent of them 
achieved five A* to C 
grades, including Eng¬ 
lish and maths.” 

The percentage of A 
to C grades was high 
across the subjects, in¬ 
cluding statistics with 
100 per cent of students 
taking that subject 
achieving A to C. 

Drama had an 89 per 
cent A to C pass rate, 
88 per cent in textiles, 
food technology and 
RS, 85 per cent in his¬ 
tory, 83 per cent in Ital¬ 
ian and computer 
science, 82 per cent in 
classical civilisation 
and ICT, 79 per cent in 
science and English 
language, 78 per cent in 
Spanish, 77 per cent in 
geography and 73 per 
cent in maths. 

“The Sir John Colfox 
Academy has always 
believed in a broad and 
balanced curriculum 
and it is very pleasing 
to see students doing so 
well across such a wide 
range of subjects,” 
added Mrs Taylor. 

Some students who 
did particularly well in¬ 




cluded William Acker¬ 
man who achieved 
seven A* or As, three 
Bs, two Cs and a B in 
AS geography. 

Kezia Bulled received 
10 A* or A grades and 
three Bs, with Ben Car- 
ruthers achieving eight 
A* or A grades, four Bs 
and an A in As geogra- 
phy. 

Katie Chamney 


achieved seven A* or 
As, five Bs and one C 
and Philippa Cleden 
gained 13 A* or A 
grades. 

“The academy is 
going from strength to 
strength”, said Mrs 
Taylor. 

“The overall results 
here look strong but the 
progress students make 
and the value the 


school adds is really 
impressive. 

“Around three quar¬ 
ters of the year group 
are staying with us to 
do A-levels or a Yeovil 
College partnership 
course and we will con¬ 
tinue to support them 
fully in the sixth form. 

“We wish all our stu¬ 
dents the very best for 
the future.”

Councillors urged to save 
tourist information centres 


COUNCILLORS have been 
urged not to axe any of West 
Dorset’s tourist information cen¬ 
tres. 

An overwhelming majority of 
respondents to a recent consulta¬ 
tion survey said they wanted the 
service to continue in its current 
form, with centres remaining open 
in Lyme Regis, Bridport, Dorch¬ 
ester and Sherborne. 

Four out of five respondents said 
they also wanted West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council to continue running 
the service rather than town coun¬ 
cils, private businesses or volun¬ 
teer organisations. 

WDDC has indicated that it 
could close its tourist information 
centres in a bid to cut costs, al¬ 
though no decisions have yet been 
made. 

Its review of the TIC service is 
one of several that are being car¬ 
ried out in the face of funding cut¬ 
backs for local authorities. 

But users of the service have 
now called for councillors to step 
back from any closure plans and 
retain the TICs. 

More than 2,000 people from 
across West Dorset responded to 
the consultation this summer. 

The results suggest an over¬ 
whelmingly positive view of the 
service and a clear desire for it not 
to be axed. 

The survey found:

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• Ninety-three per cent either 
agreed or strongly agreed that the 
TIC service needs to continue in 
its current form; 

• Eighty-three per cent said they 
wanted WDDC to run the 
service; 

• Ninety-two per cent said the 
TICs play a key role in 
promoting the area; 

• Eighty-three per cent said it 
was ‘very important’ to be able 
to speak to someone about a 
query; 

• Eighty-two per cent said they 
preferred to visit a TIC for 
information, rather than use 
the internet, when on holiday; 

• More than three quarters of

businesses that responded said 
the work of TICs benefited them 
directly. 

The total cost of running West 
Dorset’s four TICs in 2013/14 was 
£1.13 million. The centres gener¬ 
ated £840,000 of income, mean¬ 
ing a net running cost of 
£291,000. 

WDDC says it is now “working 
with colleagues to develop op¬ 
tions for the future delivery of the 
service”. 

A decision is expected to be 
made in spring 2016. 

Councillor Mary Penfold, 
WDDC’s portfolio holder for ‘en¬ 
abling’, said: “I would like to 
thank all of those who took part in 
the survey. 

“The comments and views will 
help inform the council’s consid¬ 
erations towards future delivery 
options, taking account of our fi¬ 
nancial challenges.”

Now, Dorset Library Service and Age UK have 
teamed to tackle the problem of social isolation 
and loneliness for older residents in Dorset, con¬ 
necting them to an online community of peers. 

A series of events to demonstrate how easy so¬ 
cial media can be, will be taking place in many li¬ 
braries in August and September. 

And organisers say there is good reason to take 


to social media as research by Exeter University 
found that pensioners who spend time online do 
not feel as lonely as others their age, which could 
stunt deterioration of physical and mental health. 

Tracey Long, Dorset County Council's library 
service manager, said: "Social networking sites for 
older people can be a wonderful way to meet and 
share information with like-minded people. More 
and more older adults are proving that every day. 

"Older people say they find social media to be a 
great way to stay in touch with their younger fam¬ 
ily members and follow their lives online. 

"For those who don't have a PC at home, the li¬ 
brary offer free internet access." 

Local sessions are being held at Dorchester Li¬ 
brary on September 8th from 10am to 1pm and 
at Bridport Library on September 23rd from 2pm 
until 5pm.

This will be Classic Clapton's second appearance 
at The Marine Theatre. Their first concert in 2013 
sold out. Fans are advised to book early. 

The band will perform all of Clapton's classic 
songs including Wonderful Tonight, Tears in 
Fleaven, Crossroads, I Shot The Sheriff, Cocaine, 
Lay Down Sally and of course Layla!

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TV Historian Dan Snow 
visits Dorset County Museum 
for his latest TV Series 

TV HISTORIAN, Dan Snow came to the Dorset County Museum on Wednesday, Au¬ 
gust 19th to film his latest BBC TV series exploring the age of the Vikings. 

This programme will feature the discovery of a mass grave of skeletons in 2009 on 
Ridgeway Hill during the construction of the Weymouth Relief Road in Dorset. 
Around 50 skeletons, predominantly of young Scandinavian adult males, were found 
in an old quarry pit. All had been decapitated.Their heads had been placed in a pile 
located at one edge of the grave. 

Dr. Louise Loe, Head of Heritage Burial Services at Oxford Archaeology discussed 
with Dan the evidence in identifying these individuals, their origins and even their 
state of health. 

The remains of these Ridgeway Vikings and other important archaeology treasures 
will be on permanent display in the museum's newly refurbished Ancient Dorset 
Gallery. The refurbishment of this gallery has been supported by the Heritage Lot¬ 
tery Fund, Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty South Dorset Ridgeway Landscape 
Partnership Scheme, Dorset County Council, West Dorset District Council and Alice 
Ellen Cooper-Dean Charitable Foundation. 

The Ancient Dorset gallery at Dorset County Museum will become the visitor centre 
for the South Dorset Ridgeway. Ultimately it will link in with information panels to 
be displayed along the ridgeway itself helping visitors explore this area which is rich 
in heritage. This landscape is considered by many to be as important as Stonehenge 
and Avebury for revealing the lives of our ancestors. The ridge of high land, running 
parallel with the coast between Weymouth and Dorchester has been an important 
place for people for over five thousand years. It has over 1,000 monuments that 
record the history of the Ridgeway since that time. 

Jon Murden, director of Dorset County Museum said "The archaeology of Dorset 

is the history of over 
400,000 years of 
human habitation in 
the county - our collec¬ 
tions are nationally sig¬ 
nificant and cover the 
entire period from 
Palaeolithic times to 
Saxon and Viking 
Dorset, so it will be es¬ 
pecially exciting for the 
Museum to be featured 
in this programme 
which will be screened 
later this year."

Fascinating design visualises outstanding 
performance 

The Mercedes-AMG C 63 Coupe already 
fascinates at first glance with its impressive 
proportions. The expressive exterior design 
differs significantly from the Mercedes-Benz 
model, which shares merely the same doors, 
roof and boot lid. The powerful 8-cylinder 
engine, together with the increased track 
width on the front and rear axles, calls for a 
redesigned front end and a model-specific 
rear assembly as well as new side walls. The 
flared wheel arches make the AMG Coupe 64 
millimetres wider at the front and 66 mil¬ 
limetres wider at the rear, enabling the vehi¬ 
cle to hug the road better. 

The larger wheel arches allow the use of 
wider tyres (up to 255 millimetres on the 
front axle and up to 285 millimetres on the 
rear axle), contributing to improved lateral 
acceleration, traction and agility. Under the 
outer skin, the body structure has been rein¬ 
forced in key areas to transfer and compen¬ 
sate the extreme longitudinal and lateral 
forces from the powertrain and suspension.

THE popularity of walking football at the B-Fit 
Leisure Centre in Beaminster has grown to the ex¬ 
tent since its inception in March that General 
Manager Richard Mooney is looking to set up a 
local Walking Football League.
